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Who's Fooling Whom? 


Citizens of Outagamie county's First 


assembly district can be excused if they're 
becoming confused about matters political. 
They've been subjected to some pretty se- 
vere strains on the intellect 


Look what's happened: 
On Sept. 9 a Republican and a Demo- 


crat were nominated for positions on the 
Nov. 4 ballot. Democrat Dick Zingsheim 
was unopposed. Mark Catlin, Jr., won the 
Republican nomination in a close 4-way 
race. 


Kenneth E. Priebe, who finished second, 


declared he would run as an independent 
The situation was, so to speak, ripe for an^ 
independent candidacy. We would have 
been surprised if it had not developed. 


Zingsheim immediately charged a Re* 


publican plot to elect Catlin by splitting 
the vote. He and some Democrat spokes- 
men went so far as to claim the primary, 
too, involved a similar plot, with three 
other candidates encouraged by the party 
to run to assure Catlin's nomination. Cat- 
lin's campaign manager retorted that it was 
ridiculous to assume Catlin would have had 
more difficulty winning if he had been un- 
opposed. 


Priebe backers said they felt the people 


have a right to majority representation and 
promptly supported the only possible way 
an assemblyman could be elected by less 
than a majority. 


Saturday, 16 members attending a GOP 


statutory committee meeting adopted a 
resolution saying the committee endorses 
the Republican nominees. Catlin, of course, 
is one. Tuesday, complaining that the Post- 
Crescent gave the impression they were 
supporting Catlin, 9 of those 16 said they 
were not supporting or endorsing him. 


So, we have a situation where 16 com- 


mittee members, voting as individuals to 
arrive at a group decision on Saturday, say, 
"We support the Republican candidates" 
(and thereby Catlin), while on Tuesday a 
majority of those 16 say, "We do not sup- 
port Catlin." 


They added, "We do not feel our po- 


sition, as individuals, is inconsistent with 
Republicanism.'' 


The voters may understandably be 


somewhat confused by the logic being 
pressed upon them by the various factions. 
The Democrats charge that the Priebe 


candidacy is a Republican "plot" which 
could be true only if the roaring battle that 
has developed between the two GOP fac- 
tions is an elaborate show put on to fool 
the people. We have considerable admira- 
tion for the political sagacity of our local 
Republicans, but we have never considered 
them capable bf such Hollywood histrionics 
— Mr. Van Susteren's Thespian experience 
notwithstanding. 


Just as strange is the theory pro- 


pounded by Priebe's supporters that al- 
most 70 per cent of the Republican voters 
in the primary voted against Catlin. Such 
reasoning must assume that Priebe, Chris 
Mullen and Harold Froehlich, the unsuc- 
cessful candidates, haven't a friend in the 
district. To say nothing of the fact that, by 
the same measure, an even larger percent- 
age of the GOP voters cast their ballots 
"against" Priebe. 


Meanwhile Catlin's supporters are care- 


fully avoiding any mention of the fact that 
Catlin himself once ran as an independent 
exactly the way Priebe is doing — after 
losing in the primary. And many of Catlin's 
supporters in that effort are the same ones 
who" are now talking about "party solidar- 
ity" and the "duty" of all "real Republi- 
cans" to support the GOP nominee. 


The situation really isn't as muddied as 


it looks. It boils down simply to this: Some 
people who voted the Republican ticket 
on Sept. 9 are not^happy with the outcome. 
They do not want Catlin, the Republican 
nominee, to win in November. They appar* 
ently do not want to vote for the Democrat, 
either, and have chosen to back an inde- 
pendent candidate. 


All the talk about plots, how many are 


against whom, the "duty" of Republicans to 
offer a candidate in opposition to the Re- 
publican candidate, the "duty" of Republi- 
cans to vote for the primary winner even 
if they don't like him, and the consistency 
of being for on Saturday and against on 
Tuesday can be written off for what it is — 
pure maneuvering for a position of political 
advantage. 


First district voters will have three 


choices for assemblyman on Nov. 4 — Mark 
Catlin. Republican; Dick Zingsheim, Demo- 
crat; and Kenneth Priebe, Independent. 
They might even elect their man, as has 
happened often before in Wisconsin, by 
less than a majority. 


The State Bond and Building Argument 


Gaylord Nelson is campaigning for gov- 


ernor on the Democratic ticket in opposi- 
tion to Gov. Vernon Thomson, the Republi- 
can incumbent who is seeking reelection. 
Most people will assume that when Nelson 
makes a statement critical of the way state 
business is being handled he is, at the same 
time, being critical of Thomson. On the 
other hand it is possible for a candidate to 
criticize the manner in which state business 
is handled merely by suggesting some 
changes should be made. 


Recently Nelson charged that Thomson 


is misleading the people by claiming a 
$17 million surplus in the state treasury. 
Nelson said that the $30 million borrowed 
for building purposes during the Thomson 
administration had more than wiped out 
the surplus. This is an argument about 
bookkeeping. A corporation may have a 
debt and still show a surplus. If the state 
financial report shows a surplus of $17 
million that cannot be changed by the fact 
that there may be a mortgage on some of 
its buildings. 


Nelson went on to complain that the 


state had sold an $8.5 million bond issue 
during the past week on which the interest 
will run at 3.87 per cent. He pointed out 
that Sheboygan had just sold a $2 million 
issue at 2.6 per cent. From that he con- 
cluded that the state is paying out a million 
dollars more than necessary in interest. 


The implication is that Gov. Thomson 


had a choice in the matter. That is not a 
fact and if Nelson were governor he would 
have no other way of getting this money 
either. The state Constitution has a prohi- 
bition against the state going into debt 
above $100.000. Thus the state must pay 
for its building programs out of current 
revenue or make the loan on the same 
terms as Gov. Thomson has done. 


The bonds which draw this 3.87 rate of 


interest are revenue bonds and do not have 
the full credit of the state behind them. 
The bonds are issued by a building corpora- 
lion set up for that purpose. This corpora- 


tion finances the transaction and will later 
rent the buildings to the state. The state 
may legally pay rent but in fact the rent 
will go to pay off the principal and inter- 
est. This method of getting around the 
Constitution has been in use in Wisconsin 
for many years. It was not invented by Gov. 
Thomson. It is a legal device and has been 
tested in the courts. 


The only alternative is to change the 


Constitution, which Nelson proposes to' 
do. He argues that when the constitutional 
debt limit of $100,000 was set the total in- 
come of Wisconsin people was only a small 
fraction of what it is today; if the limit had 
been permitted to increase along with the 
state's economy it would be far higher and 
the state government could borrow all the 
money it needs without resorting to the 
subterfuge of creating building corpora- 
tions. This is a very interesting proposal 
and is one of the more constructive sug- 
gestions that have been made in the po- 
litical campaign so far. 


Nelson's comparison of the interest 


rate the state is paying with that paid by 
the city of Sheboygan is misleading, how- 
ever. City bonds are issued under sharply 
limited conditions and for specific pur- 
poses; moreover the credit of a city is 
based on the ever-reliable property tax 
while the state's revenue comes principal- 
ly from the considerably less reliable in- 
come tax. It would make more sense to 
look at the rates paid by other states; for 
example, Delaware, Connecticut and West 
Virginia recently issued bonds which drew 
interest ranging from 3.50 to 3.35 per cent. 
Since those states can put the "full faith 
and credit'' of their governments behind 
their bonds the interest rates are lower 
than those paid by Wisconsin's building 
corporations, but not anywhere near as 
low as the Sheboygan rate cited by Nelson. 


We are glad to see this discussion of 


state finances brought into the campaign, 
but we wish Sen. Nelson would be more 
careful in his selection of examples.

They call it a farm. But it isn't. It is really a gigantic 


factory in which workers are continually hounded to meet 
American production standards. 


More than'18,000 people work on a huge, 


32,000-acre factory-farm east of Stalingrad 
that I visited as a member of the U. S.- 
U.S.S.R. student exchange program. 


Their big objective, the director said, is to 


have each Russian produce more than the 
average individual American farmer. 


"We have to look at the United States in 


this field and we have to take them on," he 
said. 
"By means of peaceful competition, we want to
